T HE HIGH PROFESSIONAL qualities of the Cana¬ 
dian army were recognized recently, following 
completion of a difficult NATO military exercise in 
Norway’s Arctic regions, by appointment of Major- 
General Cilles Torcut as commander of what is known 
as ACE Mobile Force, specially selected to meet emer¬ 
gencies on exposed flanks of the European defence 
system. w _ , 

The minister of national defence, Mr. Paul 
Hellyer, disclosed the selection of the Canadian soldier 
by General Lyman Lemnitzer, after Supreme Head¬ 
quarters Allied Powers Europe had evaluated the 
experience of the exercise in Norway. 

General Turcot takes up his appointment in the 

fall. 

The minister spoke of General Lemnitzer’s request 
with some pride. And he had every reason to feel 
this emotion. For the units participating in the enter¬ 
prise, known as ‘‘Winter Express," were carefully 
selected and represented the highest quality of serving 
personnel of all the NATO nations. 

Canada's contribution to the strength of ACE Mobile 
Force, whose exact numbers and firepower are clas¬ 
sified information, was something over 1,000 men. 
including the 1st Battalion of the Black Watch, and 
elements of the Corps of Engineers and Signals. 

The entire force was landed more than 200 miles 
north of the Arctic Circle to meet a simulated attack. 

A fleet of RCAF Yukons and Hercules aircraft air¬ 
lifted the Black Watch from their Canadian assembly 
point and HMCS Provider carried the heaviest equip¬ 
ment 

‘‘Neutral observers,” Mr. Hellyer told the parlia¬ 
mentary defence committee, said “the quick shake- 
down of our troops and their obvious capability to 
operate under Arctic conditions compared most favor¬ 
ably with other participating nations.” 

So they should, of course. Canada’s Is a volunteer 
army and its facilities for training in all and any 
weather conditions are well known. They work hard 
at it moreover. And they have a tradition to preserve, 
earned by the Canadian who were selected as “shock 
troops" in the First World War and called “the best" 
by Marshals Foch and Petain. 

They added to their reputation hr Italy and Nor- | 
mandy and the Low Countries in the Second World 
War, and their record in a peace-keeping role since I 
has done nothing to detract from it 

Nevertheless, It Is a matter for congratulation that 
General Lemnitzer was so impressed by them that he 
wanted a Canadian to lead the mobile “fire brigade." 

As minister of national defence. Mr. Hellyer is 
entitled to congratulations. By all means let him take 
a bow. 

Opening the Door 

T HAT INTRUSIVE ELEMENT which has infiltrated 
widely into the awareness of society, television, 
has got a foot into the parliamentary door. The House 
of Lords at Westminster has decided to put itself onto 
the small screen. 

Not without pertinent debate on the subject The 
pro-TV lordships argued that the cameras would 
impress the public more forrihly with the importance 
of their debates and stimulate Interest in Parliament 

generally. 

The oppoaers of this idea claim that TV would 
Inject an element of show business into serious debate 
—likely enough—and induce some peers to play to 
the gallery. There can be small doubt about that either. 

The House of Lords however is the lesser part of 
the Westminster parliament; the meat of governance 
and debate rests in the Commons. Here also however 
the entry of television into its hitherto sacred domain 
is under consideration. And possibly the Commons 
won’t want the Lords to steal all the “show” business. 

Assuming the British Commons also to bow before 
this encroachment it may be predicted that the habit 
will spread. Once the door is ajar it will be much easier 
to force it wide ppen. 

And we may look forward then to the television 
camera being installed in the Commons at Ottawa, square, 
even eventually to the James Bay legislature. Pro- mentlor 
posafa of this nature have been advanced on several >e * m * 
occasions in this country. , 

How popular a program Parliament on TV would 
be cannot be guessed in advance. One thing might be r 
in its favor however; possibly parliamentary manners ^siam

B.C.'s education aystem is deliberately raising a 
generation of ymmgslers who may someday turn society 
upside down. 

Ami that's just fine with Education Minister Leslie 
Prterson and the men he has gathered around him to 
remake learning in this province. 

If the hopes of progressive educators come true. RC. 
schools are going to start turning out graduates who are 
not only better educaled but also inde|iendent thinkers: 
skeptics, questioners, challengers. 

Course by course as the curriculum is revised there 
is increasing emphasis on teaching children lo discover 
for themselves, to tackle problems independently and trust 
their conclusions. 

* * * 

In secondary schools the change is perhaps exemplified 
by the Inroming laboratory-centred science courses, where 
student* will do more of their own experiments instead of 
passively watching demonstrations. 

The Grade 10 English curriculum guide cautions 
teachers against. ntaRinlf students feel that there is only 
one ‘ acceptable" response in evaluating a literary selection. 

Instead, the teacher is told to accept a range of responses 
provided that Ihoy do not conflict with verifiable facts 

This attitude is like a lungful of cold, clean air to those 
of u* who can recall beihg told to "appreciate." or else. 

The recent emphasis on self-reliance and lndejiendent. 
continuous learning wasn't an overnight thing. The Chant 
Report had little to do with it; the refiort merely said that 
The primary aim of education should be "promoting intel¬ 
lectual development," a statement which could be interpreted 
almost any way.

"It's been a graduaf-afc velopnip nt. a synthesis." said 
Mr. Peterson in an interview with this reporter. 

“The children in our schools today aren't the same on*-« 
we had 20 years ago."

For alxrnt two weeks, an intensive evangelistic effort has 
been underway in Victoria. Those leading in the effort- 
businessmen, school teachers, college professors, ministers 
and college students—are members of the church of Christ. 

The question that has been asked by many people is, “What 
is the church of Christ?” 


What the Church Is Not 

Writ, for one thing, the church of ChrUl U not somethin* new. It is/Rot 
r new group of people nor doe* it offer any new teaching. In fact. Instead 
of offering something new. It seeks to get men to return to the long- 
cherished fundamentals of the Christian religion. 

Faith in God and Jesus as His divine Son, full acceptance of the Bible as 
the word of God, the dignity of man, reconciliation of all men in Christ, 
the importance of the ..church, the power of love—-these are not new ideas 
or strange doctrines. 

The church of Christ is not a human organization. Jesus Christ during 
His teaching ministry promised that He would build His church <Mt. 16:18*. 
And Jesus did build His church. It first came into existence on the day 
of Pentecost after His resurrection, and thousands of people became mem¬ 
bers of it on that day (Acts 2:37-38, 41, 471. When built then, it was a 
divine institution. So it remains today, as long as the pure word of God 
is sown as the seed of the kingdom (Luke 8:11). 

These are some of Ihe things the church is not. In a day when so many 
people misunderstand the Bible, It is necessary to clarify these points. 


What the Church Is 

t iewed positively, the church of Christ b a world-wide fellowship of be¬ 
lievers. It is the body of Christ (Col. 1:18), a household or family (I Tim. 
3:15), a kingdom from heaven (Mt. 16:19). 

It has no earthly headquarters, for Christ is jts only head. It has no human 
creed, for the New Testament is its only guide. It is completely un-denom- 
inational. Its members are simply Christians.

Iocs frotn-atwoMUnt: in storage It will 
probably bp called Bar Sprout or Sprout 
Kip, Use this to spray the long grass 
under and along the fence. Leave it 
for 48 hours, then clip it short. This will I 
slow down the growth to such an extent 
that two clippings per year will keep 
it under control. 

This chemical, actually maleic 
hydrazlde, is being used in England to 
retard the growth of privet hedges, 
again to lessen the chore of trimming. 


As the treated manure becomes 
longer-lasting and slower-acting in the 
soil this removes the "fierceness" prob¬ 
lem and renders the material safe lo 
use around plants, but leaves it a bit 
short on potash. Wood ashes mixed in 
would bring it back into balanec. 

Poultry litter, whether made from 
straw, peat, sawdust or wood shavings, 
is very good indeed and safe to use 
in the same way as farmyard manure. 
It isn't a good idea, though, to use hen 
manure in any form in the potato patch, 
as this material seems to encourage the 
soil organism that causes scabby pota¬ 
toes.

HEN MANURE (E.J:, Dunran* - 
Fresh poultry droppings straight from 
the dropping boards of hen houses or 
battery cages are unsafe to use around 
plants, although they are very gotil 
indeed for adding to the compost heap. 
This material has far too much nitrogen 
in proportion to its content of other plant 
foods; moreover this nitrogen is in the 
form of ammonium carbonate, very 
strong, almost completely soluble, and 
capable of burning the roots of plants. 
This is why the old-time gardeners 
called hen manure "fierce" and would 
not nllow its use "as Is" in the garden. 

It is known nowadays that the stuff 
can be toned down by mixing it with 
superphosphate of lime, one part super 
to eight parts hen manure, and storing 
it in a dry place. My understanding of 
chemistry is about on the high school 
level, but I am told this converts the 
ammonium carbonate to a double am* 
monlum-calcium salt that breaks down 
slowly in the soil, dries off the manure 
and removes the smell; this last Is a 
great boon, for with battery cage drop¬ 
pings In particular, you can almost cut 
the smell witha knife.

MOULDY STRAWBERRIES (G W. 

Brentwood) — Strawberries art highly 
susceptible to two moulds, botryds and 
mildew, and without seeing a specimen 
I can’t say which of these diseases In¬ 
fected your fruit. However, both can 
be prevented by one type of spray. 

As soon as cropping Is finished, clip 
off all toe loaves of your plants and 
burn them. When new leaves appear, 
spray with s mixture of captan fungi¬ 
cide and writable sulphur, two taMc- 
spoonfult captan plus four tablespoon- 
fuls sulphur per gallon erf water. Next 
spring, use the same spray every 14 
days, starting in early April and con¬ 
tinuing until toe fruit Is formed. 


LAWN EDGE (O.MacG., Victoria)— 
It is particularly difficult to keep grass 
neat under and alohg a picket or wire 
fence, for hand-clipping is a finnicky, 
exasperating job snipping away at tufts 
ami even individual blades of grass 
between the pickets. Most folks get rid 
of the problem by cutting a flower bod 
on both sides of the fence, but if this 
isn’t practicable, there is a way to 
reduce the labor to some extent.

DUNCAN - Manager of the 
Odeon Theatre here, Archie 
Owen of Herd Road, has one 
of history** most fascinating 
episodes at his fingertips — 
the Battle of Waterloo. 

From his armchair he can 
follow tile battle as described 
by the Duke of Wellington 
verbatim In The Times, of 
London, June 22, 1815.

that it was maintained 
throughout the day with ut¬ 
most gallantry by these brave 
troops, notwithstanding the 
repeated efforts of large 
bodies of the enemy to obtain 
possession of it.”

severe contest was detested,

ance, had begun to take effect 
and as I coukl perceive the 
lire of his cannon and as 
Marshal Bluecher had joined 
In person, with a corps of his 
army to the left of our line by 


Oh aim, I determined to attack 
the enemy, and immediately 
advanced the wtale line of 
infantry, supported by the 
cavalry and artillery, 

“The attack succeeded in 
every point; the enemy was 
farced from his position an 
the height*, and fled in toe 
utmost contusion, leaving be¬ 
hind him as far as I could 
judge one hundred and fifty 
pieces of cannon, with their 
ammunition, which fell into 
our bands.

“I continued the pursuit till 
long after dark, and then 
discontinued it only on ac¬ 
count of the fatigue of our 
troops, who had been engaged 
during 12 hour*, and because I 
found myself on the same 
road with Marshal Bluecher, 
who assured me of his 
Intention to follow the enemy 
throughout the night; h» has 
sent me word this morning 
(June If, 1815) that be has 
taken GO pieces of cannon 
belonging to the imperial 
Guard and several carri¬ 
ages, baggage wagons belong- 
- ing to Bonaparte, in Genappe.

"I would not do justice to 
my feelings or to Marshal 
Bluecher and the Prussian 
army, if I did not attribute 


the successful result of this 
arduous day. to the cordial 
and timely assistance I re¬ 
ceived from them...... 

“I send, with this despatch, 
two eagles, taken by the 
troops in this action, which 
Major Perry will have the 
honour of laying at the feet of 
his royal highness. “I beg 
leave to recommend him to 
your lordship's protection. "I 
have the honour — Welling¬ 
ton."

What Wellington did not 
know, of course, yvhen writing 
his long report was: Europe 
had entered a new era not 
less bloody, Napoleon was 
exiled to St. Helena where he 
died of cancer many years 
later. His Marshal Ney was 
convicted of treason and shot. 
The Prussian Marshal Blue- 
•her died four years alter 
Waterloo at the age of 77 
years and Arthur Wellesley 
Wellington hknself served m 
British prime minister from 
1828 until 1830 and died in 
1852.

Roelof Van Netten’s 
Studio-Dog House

“Twelve Years 
Behind Bars” 

Thus it is that Roelof Van 'Net- 
ten, Hollander , describee the last 
period of his life In Europe, be¬ 
fore bringing his family to live in 
Victoria. 

However , they weren't prison 
bars which penned him in, but 
those of the cashier's cage of the 
Amsterdam Bank. Not quite so 
dramatic , perchance , but infinitely 
more respectable! 

Mr. and Mrs. Van Netten live at 641 
Chesterfield Street They have been in 
Victoria some seven or eight years now, 
and have contributed four fine young sons 
to Canada’s manpower, Roelof Junior, 
Hans, Frank and Chris. The older ones 
are married, the two youngest are at UBC 
in Vancouver, where one is studying medi¬ 
cine. the other bio-chemistry. 

Van Netten the elder wws bora In the ttttte 
vdlage ot Swwrtsufcss. the oon of a hlniksnUi 
and one of *i children. He wro* early Mo the 
bos*. and. obvkxwdy a bright lad. was p r omot e d 
regutoriy until he became head caaMer in afi, be 
we* mtth the bank far 42 year*, during w itt c h 
passage ot time both wars rotted their s a n g u ine 
course, with Holland ac one at the ImtE fcfl elda. 

Said Mr*. Van Netten. a pleasant, typical 
NetheHende wife and mother, "We couttd Write a 
book about those terrible tones." 

Van Netten himself kept more or leaa out of 
trouble with the toroders of the lMO'i, wMHougb 
he was not at all inputao- with them. due. they 
aeemed to think, to a certain reluctance on Na 
pert to "cooperate." The Geitnons. he said, had 
arbitrarily cleaned out of Amsterdam a* the 
Jevriah people, with the inSenini of moving into 
Ihe city alt the Dutch wl», working there, still 
retorted in the suburbs Which, of course, woukd 
certainty simplify the im atoe a s at keeping all 
under control. Van Netten, with hn Job fa the 
bank, was one of then? who lived elsewhere and 
preferred to keep matters so. The Dutch are a 
stubborn people. 

He wasn't farced to move. But he was 
penalized. He was ordered to take over aa a sort 
of watchman, pakoBng a long stretch 1 1 dty 
street* which took him four sohd hours to ewer 
every night. 

“And I did nothing," he snorts explosively, 
“Nothing at all. I just walked!"

Wild Flowers Grow

Oak Bay Native Plant Carden 
has none of the well-trimmed 
lawns, formal garden plots , and 
axpertly • pruned shrubs usually 
associated with city parks. Instead , 
it is an interesting collection of 
B,C . wild plants, shrubs and trees 
off growing in a nearly natural 
state of charming simplicity. 

Along about 1939 Mrs. Hugo 
Sevan don ated to Oak Bay the 
corner lot next to her home be¬ 
cause she wanted to preserve the 
native plants that even then were 
becoming scarce. Over the years , 
more wild plant specimens have 
been atUled, and all have been en¬ 
couraged to grow in a natural state 
among nafiW ihrubi and trees. 

In the early spring the lovely white 
dog-tooth violet or Easter lily grows at 
the foot of a tall Douglas fir tree which 
Is at least Tour feet in diameter at the butt. 
The mottled green leaves of the Illy are 
nearly as attractive as th° flowers them¬ 
selves. The bulb, which grows from seed, 
takes five to seven yea re to mature enough 
to flower. Masses of lilies in sheltered 
fields and hollows are the result of nat¬ 
ural scattering of seed, but indiscriminate 
picking can easily destroy this fine wild 
flower. 

The hMes at the Native Plant Garden are 
white, the most common variety on soutliem 
Vanonuvvr Island >«t they may also be yellow or 
ptnk The yellow spieces Is usually found In 
mountainous regions, although years ago I saw 
rare towvitveTr* im the banks of the Tsolum River 
In Courtney Tlte pink-petalled species is found 
front Snoke up the west coast where it grtnvs in 
the damp forests often beside the rivers. 

In ihe -.hade of the trees at the Gardens 
trilMunw or Wake Robin grow. The white, three- 
petailed bloom, nestle close to the three net- 
veined leaves. Since the plant will die if picked 
below tty leaves, the trillium is now protected by 
law. 

The iv are t*vo ye How violets or Johnny-jump- 
up that I remember so well on the west coast, 
whdre they ■'row in iiwfusjnn in the woods each 
aprtog. Once »»• transplanted some to our garden, 
but they grew so vigorously tliat we had to dig

them up and plant them agntn m the edge of hush 
before they took over the entire garden. 

WtU lUy-of-the-v alley shelter beneath t^c 
pungent light green leaves of Indian plum. From 
the centre of veined, curved leave* a spike of 
snuM waxy flower* rises. Later, bright red 
berries form, often dinging to the stem until tote 
to the winter. 

Blue camae, rew-mMtog English hlueheB* 
grown to sunny spots. Once, the bulb of the esmas 
wm an important source of starchy food for our 
native Indians. They dug it when the plant was in 
flower to avoid confusing the bulbs of the edible 
blue caraas with the deadly poseonous bull* of the 
whito-ftowere*d death oamas. 

Not all the wild plants are as showy as the 
lilies, violets and canvas. There is the ivy-shaped, 
hairy leaves of youthun-age. The greenfsh - white 
Bowers that appear about May or June are not 


speetacuiar. but the habit of growth of the plan* 
is fascinating Small leave* whither and fail to 
the ground where the new leaves may take root. 

Among the shrubs at the Native Plant GartVts 
there k salai which is picked in our coastal 
forests for commercial sale. Tlie dark blue 
berries of the salat make excellent jelly. The B.C. 
Indians once dried them for winter food, and 
many 'still make jam of them, but to our tastes 
they are inclined to be too seedy for anyihing hut 
jelly 

Mahonia or Oiegvm grape is represented.

Art Harwood , of course, being 
a newcomer to the country hadn't 
heard of Kootenay Brown. In fact, 
Mp to a fete weeks before he hadn't 
heard of Fred Kanouse.

When twn of them were 
caught trying to steal a bsrrd of whiskj' from a 
back storeroom, aroiwa whizaed and muskets 
cracked. 

The p«»i was itoder vttr tor threw day* 
before the Ttwhaus ww beaten off TTmugh one of 
the traders was killed, the Indians suffered the 
most oasualtics and after the bravee departed 
Kootenay worn out and removed the head from 
one of their dead He stuck It on a pole on the roof 
of the store and there tt remained for weeks, a 
weird and gruesome mdri widti its tong hair 
blow**? to the hreeve. He put it up. he said, as 
warrant’ to future over enthusuvatic cstsSomers! 

Ii wm on the occaatoti of anrriher Indian 
attack, when Fred Kanouse was his whisky 
peddling poriner. that Fred got a musket ball in 
hta arm causing the impairment Harwood noticed 
on 1906. It was apparently the memory of that 
shoulder to shoulder resistance that sealed the 
lifelong bond of friendship between Kanouse and 
Biown.

Back to School Movement 


The dream of Victoria becom¬ 
ing the educational and cultural 
centre of Canada is fast developing 
into a reality. Fete cities of the sixe 
on this continent can boast such 
adequate and up-to-rlate learning 
facilities. More and more erluca- 
tion is becoming one of this 
capital's major interests and indus¬ 
tries. Within the past decade or 
t u o educational facilities in the 
area have been stepped up to em¬ 
brace every phase of the subject. 
They run the gamut from kinder¬ 
garten, elementary, secondary, pri¬ 
vate, vocational, specialises, eve¬ 
ning classes to university. 


AH types are catered to here — from 
new Canadians learning English, local 
people out to improve their education, to 
foreign students on scholarships attending 
university from 3mall, and sometimes ob¬ 
scure, islands in the Caribbean, and remote 
parts of Africa and South America. Edu¬ 
cation here takes in all age groups—from 
nursery to senior citizens. From near and 
far, by day and night, ihey flock in droves 
to the school doors, some with an earnest 
desire to further their education, others 
for entertainment, and some to find escape 
from their doldrums. 


For half a eentury the School Board at 
Greeter Vkrtor.a — a pioneer In the field at adult 
education in this country — has been offering 
attractive course* designed to tickle the palate of 
the knowledge-huiv'ry Courses so far have been 
planned to meet the tastes and requirement* of 
every segment of the community, and every 
jock-et. H story of evening classes here pops back 
to 1915 when the first classes were held In 
Victoria High School, the same year the school 
was opened. There were five classes then — 
mathematics. English for foreigners, -wood¬ 
working. mel nlworking and dressmaking, and 
they were attended by 100 students. From this 
humble beginning the present massive program at 
continuous education was bom. 

By the f'H of 1955 enrolment had swfled to 
1.778 with 76 classes with hobby classes included. 
The current 1C65-66 sessions have 7;190 persons 
attending 3?2 cla3««. Each year in between a 
number of interesting courses have been added, 
until today it has reached the stage where the list 
Is endless, and the classes are bursting M their 
•earns. 

These classes afford any Httle old lady the 
opportunity to learn how to dismantle her old 
discorded chesterfield right down to the spring, 
then re-upholster and remodel it like a 
professional Or learn die art of sailing, ki n d s of 
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sailboat* and their uses, ports of the huB the 
riggings. the sail, rot* work, how a boat saUa. 
whether to build or buy a boot, and tides and 
winds. Or if she has trouble buying shoes that fit. 
she can learn to make her own custom-made 
>hocs using her own foot as pattern for the last, 
and in this way make matching shoes tor different 
ensemble*. Anyone regardless of agt can learn 
the trick* of almost any trade at evening classes. 
Or he or she can participate m. and enjoy any 
form of recreation or social activity such as 
badminton, ballroom dancing, contract bridge, 
golf,' relaxing tension or siJmnartlcm. 

But there are also apprenticeship course* 
where apprentices In trie automotive, oarpentry,

copper work, electricity, and machine shop theory 
and other trades can get bask training. 
Experienced tradesmen who have aomewhat 
become Guide ted in their methods, and who wish 
tn keep up with the changing times, can get 
refresher courses. Training courses are also 
offered to secretaries, clerks, bookkeepers, 
business machine operators and accountants. Our 
local school board k a progressive school board 
with a desire to fo bH out in the field of 
education, In order to meet the needs of the 
community. 

Bit trite year It to taking a bold step forward 
In trie realm of better education.

It m offering an academic rehab** tatino 
program at the Institute which will be open to 
adutoi of 18 years upwards and the course will 
cover the school year from September to June.

There wf* be an 
open tob where those studying the science* ewi 
vnAdny or night Above all there Wii be a ckwe 
reESfcfssbip between teiacbcr and Murks* so that 
he «wi feet that he is an individual and part or 
the wtmle A deep concern will lie shown by the 
toiMthrrs ft*- their students and their problem*, 
amt there wttl be no mass treatment of them. 
Teuohens Mil rwogmze the maturity at these 


student*, and there will be freedom and rapport 

between them. 

Thr'rc will be counselling periods when the 
teachers will take a small group under their wing 
This wrtl be on the bnes of the Don system — an 
Oxftiid innovation used in England in which the 
teacher meets two or three students «*ko or twice 
a wvek to check on their work, give individual 
attention, talk with them and see what they are 
doing. The seminar method to which the teacher 
discusses topics with a group of 14 or 15 students 
will also be used. The envinswnent at the 
Instilutc will be cultural, wittvut undue emphasis 
on the dollar value of education. In addition 
Imaginative teaching to the technique* of 
everyday skills such a* Improved readtn? ability, 
being able to express one's self in wTitmg and 
sjieaking. personality improvement, practical 
psychology, and sociology These subjects are 
beingv included to fit students to make better 
im prowinns on prospective employers, help them 
get better jobs or promotions, and in general 
better their position in life 

In addition the Institute h*«w to be able to 
offer preparatory courses fer those whose 
educational levels are too few for thi'm to be able 
to cope with the regular high school completion 
program Anud**r Interesitog feature of the 
Institute >* that H will allow thaw who have gone 
a. ft*r as grade 1.1 to transfer across to the 
umversiriew This transfer program will enable 
them to be exenti* from the first year Tn 
offering this course the school board does not 
intfnd to cjmppti' wdth the Victoria University,

■ay* Jack MacPherson. Its sales manager. "It 
retains a goad bit of its English background and 
Americans love thla!" 

Hi* Toronto-born executive has an office on 
the main floor. It is panelled, carpeted, furnished 
with simplicity and good taste. A few yards away 
Is the famous grand -lobby of the hotel with ita 
chandelier*, column*, elegant chair* and chester¬ 
field* and reassuring picture* of royalty. From an 
open fireplace, in wintertime, conies the crackle 


of burning logs, sn age-old symbol at hospitality 
and warmth A grandfather's clock ticks away 
good for centuries. Nearby 1* the beautiful 
ballroom, the Coronet Room and the corwerva- 
tory Below Is the extensive Georgian [.ounge for 
delegate*' meetings Above, on the six to eight 
floor* fine, wide corridor* lead to bedrooms.

Winston Churchill'$ 
personal physician for 25 
years has released for 
publictstion a book of «rf* 
most a thousand pages 
based on extraordinary 
private diaries he kept 
over years. Entitled 
Churchill: From the 
Diaries of Lord Moran, 
it is Book • of • the ■ Month 
Club selection for June. 

The first entry, dated May 
84, 1940, covers the first meet¬ 
ing between the two men. 
Churchill was already Prime 
Minister. Lord Moran (then 
»r Charles Wilson) was a dis¬ 
tinguished London doctor, 
treasurer of the Royal College 
of Physicians, and had been in¬ 
vited to take charge of the 
Prime Minister's health. The 
entry ends ominously: "I do 
not like the job, and 1 do not 
fliink the arrangement can 
Mat."

Am* in IIS5. Doctor and pattern. to 
toeir mutual rorprise, became flrat- 
name friend*. Throughout the war. 
Lon! Moran travelled almost every¬ 
where tie Prime Minuter went 
Washington, Ca*ablanca, Moscow, 
Teheran.
